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The Castle Rock is the name applied to a bold, rugged 
crag, west of Lynmouth Bay. From this eminence a glori¬ 
ous view can be obtained—on the one hand the rocky Devon 
coast-line, and on the other the famous “ Valley of Rocks ” 
with its interesting associations. 
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
